The reduction in the number of licenses is 
58 per cent; the increase of revenue is 82 per 
cent. 
Now there are two saloons where there 
were five under the old law; and there is col­ 
lected $182 of revenue where $100 was col­ 
lected before.

But there are other results of a still more 
important nature. 
Even in Boston, where 
are gathered the drunkards from scores of 
adjacent towns which have voted no license, 
there is a great moral improvement.

HIGH LICENSE IN MASSACHUSETTS.

58 per cent; the increase of revenue is 82 per 
cent.

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People of a speculative tarn of mind may 
well ask themselves what is to be done with 
so enormous a population, how are tliev to lie 
supported, and many other ques ions that, 
though purely speculative now, may assume 
a vital importance before the close of the 
next century. 
The total area of the U nit'd 
Slates, including Alaska, is 3,580,243 square 
miles, or 2,291,354.880 acres. 
T his 
area 
tcessarily includes the lakes, rivers and un­ 
inhabitable mountains and deserts, yet we 
find that there will he an average of more 
than two and one-half r» rsotis to each acre of 
our total area when the enumerators enter 
upon their duties 100 years hence. 
The 
xact figures are 2,504. 
According to Mr. 
Loomis the ratio of increase of population 
by births over deaths, although much less 
than it was a century since, is at present 2.01 
per cent, per annum, or 20.1 each 10 years 
Accepting, for convenience, tbe ratio of dc 
ccnuiul increase as 20 per cent, and easting 
tside all accretion from immigration, we find 
that in the year 1900 our total population 
will be more than 616,000,000. 
Whether 
tflese figures are accepted as reasonably trust­ 
worthy, or rejected as gross exaggerations, 
the fact stil remains that the natural and in­ 
evitable increase of the population, not alone 
of our country, but of the whole world, pre­ 
sents a problem that may well engage the 
thoughtful mind.

Izaac Walton hits written : 
Angling is somew hat like poetrr. Men are to be 
born so. with iociicatiocs to it, they both m ay be 
heightened by discourse and practice. He w ho hopes 
to be a gooi angler m ust not only bring an inquir­ 
ing- searching, observing w it, but be must bring a 
large m easure of hope and patience, and a love and 
propensity to the art icself: but having once got and 
practiced it. then doubt Dot but angling will prove 
to be so pleasant that it will proveto be like virtue 
a rew ard to itself. 
There yet remain two weeks of good trout 
fishing in the Catskili Mountains. 
The sea­ 
son in UKter County does not close until 
some time later, but fishermen claim that 
trout are not in good condition in September. 
The fishing continues to be fair ia the moun­ 
tain streams. 
Owing to high water through­ 
out the season, anglers have had better suc­ 
cess in the upper portious of the c-reeks than 
for many seasons past. 
Trout is a fish that 
requires but little w ater in which to exist, it 
can l*e found in such small brooks that a per­ 
son if not acquainted with these fish, will be 
astouKhed, aud wonder bow big trout car. 
manage to survive in such shallow water. If 
there is sufficient water for a trout to swim 
in. it w ill manage to go a long distance up 
stream, far toward the source, even though 
it be a tiny brooklet. 
A stream that for years ha* !>een noted for 
it* excellent fishing is Dry Brook. 
No one 
-eems to kn o w how it came to be named Dry 
Brook, for it is from 10 to 12 miles in length, 
and for at leas; a jxirtion of the seasoD is as 
large a stream as some that are called rivers. 
It has i's source ju*t over the high m oun­ 
tains. which bound the north-easterly side of 
Big Indian Valley. 
One branch come* from 
an ice cave in a deep gorge between two 
mountains—Graham Mountain. 3.S86 
feet 
high, and Eagle Mountain. 3.566 feet above 
tide water—while tbe other branch is the di­ 
viding line between Eagle Mountain and Bal 
.-am Mountain, the last named lieing 3 601 
feet in height. 
The two branches unite a 
few miles from Furlough Laüe-, am.l flow on 
through the town of Hardecburgb, running 
in a noitherly direction, uniting near Dean's 
Corner* witii tbe stream that comes from 
Pine Hill, when the two emptv into a branch 
of the Delaware River. 
It is unlike many 
trout .-treara* for a dis'ancc of some seven or 
eight miles, because it doe* rot run through 
woods. 
Its bank* are principally lined with 
scrubby tree* and bushe*. 
The water runs 
over a rock bottom the entire distance. 
The 
stream varies from 10 to 30 feet in width. In 
its w ider places it is shallow, but it is often 
compressed into a deep channel, cutting deep 
; di-dud grooves in the rock- to a consider­ 
able dtptii. 
A good road runs along the 
¿¡ream, and when the lover • f Nature rides 
over this route he i> channe l by the clear­ 
ness of the water, which - emingly ha* no 
impuritie*. and where it run- 1 ver precipices, 
forming cascade-*, sparkles like diamond* 
when a sun-beatn falls upon them. 
Eight miles up I>rv Brook the road ti 
to the right, and follows a -mall branch for 
about one and a half mile*. 
The vi-itor sees 
a cleft in the rocks, as though worn by the 
attrition of this stream of water 
The road 
passes through a forest up over a mountain, 
when there bursts upon the view a beautiful 
sheet of water. ne*tliDg in the lap of these 
great hill*. 
Furlough Lake is oval in form, 
an i a perfect gem of inland water. It is com­ 
pletely tucircied by hill*, which rise from 
the w ater’s edge 200 to 
feet in height 
They are thickly covered wtth timber, maple 
ash. hemlock, spruce and oak. The lake cov­ 
ers about-35 acres. 
Tnere is no Ix-aeb. and 
th- water is deep close to the shores. 
In tbe 
middle ( tre-ful measurement- show that it* 
depth is 6o tc-et. 
It is so c¡ ¡r early iu tne 
spring and fall, it is almost transparent, but 
curing the summer, owing t • a plant which 
grow* from the bottom it takes on a greenish 
hue. 
Tbe water reflects like a mirror. 
It is 
a place of *oliiude. 
If it were not for the 
sounds of Nature, the tnu-ic ofibirds, chatter 
of

Anglers consider it a circumstance well worth 
mentioning that for the past half-dozen years 
trout tn thi* lake vary only a few inches in 
size, and are usually from 10 to 12 inches iu 
length. 
That there are large trout in the 
lake is generally admitted, but it is rare that 
one is caught. 
To fi*h here a Ixiat is n 
sarv. 
Twenty or 30 years ago. Barnum 
show man, offered a large anmunt of mouey 
for a brook trout that would weigu four 
pound*. 
He wished to place a brook trout of 
that size in the aquarium of his museum in 
New-York City, 
there is alc-gend that some 
one caught a trout weighing five pounds ii 
the lake, took it to Barnum ami received th 
premium offered.

e x n hush and forgot ou troubles and our pains. I 
due tim e we spread our blankets in the warm sand 
b tween two large bout !ers and soon fell asleep, 
careles* of the procession of ants that passed in 
through rents in our clothing and explored our per­ 
sons. Nothing could disturb the sleep tb it fettered 
us. for it bad been fairly earned, and if cur con 
sciences had any sias on them they had to adjourn 
court for that night, anyw ay. The trend rose just 
as we were losing consciousness, and we were lulled 
to sleep by the beatiug of the surf upon the shore. It 
is always very cold on that lase shore in tbe night 
but we had plenty of blankets an l were warm 
enough. We never moved a muscle all night, but 
waked at early dawn in the original position*, and 
got up at once thoroughly refreshed, free from sore­ 
ness. and brim full of friskiness. There is no end of 
wholesome medicine in such an experience. That 
morning we eouid have « hipped 10 such peopl 
we were the day before—sick ones a t any rate.
